San Franelaoo, Feb. 9.— Mora than 

1,000 persons were killed and 80 Isl- 
ands of the Society group In the 
Southern sea woro devastated on Jan. 
15 by a huge tidal wave that swept 
across the laland-dottall Mm H^vs of 
|he dlstsat«r was brpnlht on the 
•teamer Mariposa, dir«<^ mim Tahiti. 

The storm raged for several days, 
being most severe from Jan. 14 to 16. 
.On Jan. 16 a tidal wave, accompanied 
Jry a terrific hurricane, attacked the 
Society iaianda and tbe Pviamotu 
group with fearful force, carrying 
death and devastation for miles be 
fore its towering front 

As t^ news received at Tabiti up 
to the time of tht sailing of the Mari- 
posa was meager, it Is tliouRht that 
full returns may swell the death list. 
It is poBSililc tliat hundreds of bodies 
were washed out to sea, so that they 
■ay never be accounted for. The Isl- 
anders who survived are destitute of 
food, shelter and clothing. Crops have 
been destroyed And dMth threatsnB 
the survivors. 

The first newt of the disaster ar- 
rived at Papeete, Tahiti, on Jan. 28, 
by the schooner Elmco. The captain 
of the Bohooner placed the fataniies 
at 500,per8o,ns. The st«;amer ^wel- 
sior arrlTd kt Papeete Ih* fbllolring 
day with 4<Xi defrtittute a^rvlvors. ^u* 
captain- of the Excelsior estimated Ihe 
total loss of life at 800 persons. These 
^gures comprised only the doatus on 
the three islands of Hao, Hikuera and 
llakolUMi. irhoa* total poyulaUon Js 
only 1,800. On Hikuera island, where 
1,000 persons wero engaged In pearl 
diving, nearly one-half were drowned. 
On an adjacent island 100 more were 
washed out to sea. Makeno and Hao 
ai^ depopaliated. OonservktlYe ecti- 
mates at Tahiti place the number ot 
Islands visited by the tidal wave and 
hurricane at 80. All of them are un- 
der tbe control of tb« French gpTemor 
at Tahiti.

A Law Found ia ladiaaa That Cevers the 
Caae-Keitncky OfflciaU Wont Act, 
lt«wever, till After PMdlif 
(rWs. 



The attention of the Stirte anthoritieo 
has been called to anlndlaiia law, under 
which It is claimed Taylor and Finley 
can be brooght back to Kentucky, but 
nothing has been done nnder it. Tbe 
authorities in Franklin County will first 
try to bring them back tgr having tbe 
Commonwealth of Kentacikcy bring anit 
SKainst tbe State of Indiana in the Fed- 
eral courts to test tbe constitutional right 
of Governor Darblb to protect the fogf- 
tives. If that method fails, then the re- 
cently discovered law may l>e invoked. 

No action will be taken, however, until 
sfter tbe trials of both Howard and Pow- 
ers are finally settled. 

Ralph R. Gregory, a prominent crim- 
inal lawyer of Monde, claims to have 
discovered the law in question. He 
points to ."Sections lt)74b and lf>74f of 
Bum's Revised Staintea, which contain 
tbe MlowiOff: "wnen a (^minal ol 
another State is arrested in tUfi State on 
a warrast made ont by any OM before a 
Justice of the Peace or a Circuit Court 
Judge, it shall be the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to notify the Governor of the State 
in which tbe crime was committed, and 
to deliver the prieoaer whenever tbe 
requisition is made." 

It is said that tbe law was unknown 
until discovered by Attorney Gregory, 
beciiaae of iti being improperly indexed.

point to the conclusion of the debate 
on the statehood bill during the pres- 
ent week, but no one can tell at this 
time Just when in the week the change 
will come, or bow it will come. If the 
plans df the R^ubliean leaders 
who oppose the statehood bill are put 
into effe<H the commiitt'f on terri- 
tories will bring in a substitute bill 
early in the week providing tor 
eonsolldatioa and the admission of 
two states. This will probably not be 
done, however, unless assurance can 
be secured that the full Republican 
vote can be obtained for the consoli- 
dation. If this plan does not take 
shape Setiator Quay Is likely to press 
his statehood amendment on the ai;ri- 
cultural appropriation hill and a test 
of strength would ensue. The vote 
on this amendment would be very 
close if taken, and while the omnibus 
bill advocates feel that thfv have a 
majority, they realize that it will not 
be so large as it would be on a direct 
vote on the statehood bill alone and 
b^ itwilt. There la aow some talk of 
Admitting only Qkle^ma, but if this 
ghould be uhdertakeil it win be only 
as a last resort and will be p(j.stponed 
until towards the end of the session. 
All senator* are becomlaf very rest- 
less under the present conditions and 
It Is evident that they can not long 
continue. 

In accordance with the motion given 
by Senator Allison the bill making 
approprlationa for the District of Co- 
lumbia will be taken up. 8ome por- 
tions of this bill will arouse debate, 
but advantage will be taken of the op- 
portunity to further the efforts to 
compromise tbe differences on the 
statehood bill. An effort also will be 
made during the week to secure con- 
sideration of the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. 

House Forecast. 

Washington. Feb. 9.— The house will 
rename work on the appropriation 
bills this week. Pculnning Tuesday 
the appropriation bills will be kept to 
tbe fore. The sundry civil and naval 
appropriation bills are both on the 
calendar. The former probably will 
be considcTfil first. .\ .s[)t'c;al rule 
will be rcquircHl f-ir the consideration 
of the naval hill, as it contains a con- 
alderable amount of leglalation, espe- 
eially that for ioereasiag the numbt r 
of officers in the service, which is 
deemed vital, and unless a special rule 
is ailoiited all new legislation will be 
subject to a point ot order. Friday is 
pension day, but if other things press 
the leaders may decide not to give up 
the day to this class of business. The 
8(ssii>ii i.s SO far advanced that minor 
matters have to give way for the sup- 
ply budgets and ^ther imperative mat- 
ters. Tbe friends of the currency bill 
are still Insistent on time for consid- 
eration ot their hill, hut the chances 
for it are g-owlng more slim .and un- 
less time Is given this week it Is diffl- 
oult to figure bow it will be possible 
to give it any time.

British Hhip Haven the Vrevr ot tbe 
Anna L. Mulford. 
London, Feb. t.— The British steam- 
er Westhall, Captain Morgan. New Or- 
leans for Glasgow, passed Browhead 
and signaled that the crew of the 
American schooner Anna 1,. Mulford 
was aboard. A dispatch from Bremer- 
haven Feb. 6 aUted that Captain Web- 
ster of the British steamer Mount 
Royal reported having sighted, Jan. 
Ifi. the Anna L. Mulford. Captain 
Flentge, Cliarleston for New York, 
leaking badly. The captain, however, 
declined the offer of Captain Webeter 
to transfer him to the Mount uoyal, 
and requested tn ho towed to New 
York. This could not l>e done, and 
Captain Flentge tnen asked for the 
latitude and longitude, which were 
given him, together with the course 
to steer for Sandy Hook and ine dis- 
tance to that point. This is the first 
news of the Anna L. Mulford Since 
the Mount Royal sighted her. 

Boers' Discontsnt. 

Bloemfonteln. Orange River Colony, 
Feb. 9. — The conference here between 
Secretary Chamberlain and about 40 
Boers of the extreme party, including 
Christian Dewet, at which Mr. Cham 
berlain rebuked the d<>if'Katinn for pre- 
senting him with an address, which he 
regarded as Insulting, inaamuch aa it 
impugned the good faith of himself 
and the government, has further wid- 
ened the breach betwct'ii the Doer 
factions. Christian Dewet, who spuke 
after Chamberlain, prefaced his state- 
DMnt with aaylng that hi* remarks 
would "come Hke ttliitard after 
meat." and conchulod with assort In.g 
that no rn operation of the Ho^ra was 
pos8il)U' SI) long as Fiet Dewet and 
Christian both represented tbe people. 
Re, the speaker, would hot rest until 
he had caused a rebellion, not an arm- 
ed rebellioa, but a rebeUIoa of agita- 
tion and dbMiilltall riiilritt tlie bov- 

ernment. 

Relieving Distress In Finland. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 9. — Measures 
for the relief of the diatreaa in Fin- 
land are apparently well organised. 
The Finnish natioaal relief commis- 
sion has received up to the present 
$1('.,000 from Amwican relief organ- 
izations. General surprise and grati 
tude is expressed at the large con- 
tributions which the committee has 
received. Gother foreign cotmtrles 
have contributed |3,(i(l0. and in Rus- 
sia $23,000 has been collected, Includ- 
ing $14,000 from the Ruaalan Red 
Croas society, of which the dowager 
czarina is the protectress; |2,000 from 
the c/car M|A ffcMO from tbe ciarc- 
witch.

Feb. 0.— The r< r.> Mar- 
quette Railway company has placed 
an order with the American Shipluiild- 
ing company for two big car ferry 
Mteamers, to cost $750,000.

American Ceneul Dead. 

Paris, Feb. 9. — Consul General Gow- 
dy has been Informed that John H. 
Carroll, United istates consul at Ca- 
diz, Spain, died of consumption at 
Mentone, where he was on leave of 
absence. The United States vice con- 
sul at Genoa telegraphed that Hub- 
bard T. Smith, vice and deputy consul 
general at Cairo, who la lying In a hos- 
pital at Oenoa sinfferthg from cancer 
of kidneys, is gradually sinking.

Washington, Feb. 9. — The represen- 
tativeK of the allies here are busily 
engaged in the preparation of the pro- 
tocols which they are to atgn with 
Mr. Bowen, Venezuelan rejpreaeata- 
tlve, for the reference to The Hagne 
ol the question whether lue block- 
ading powers shall be entitled to pref- 
erential treatment in the settlement 
of their claims. The blockade will be 
raised when the protocols are signed. 
The ministers are in constant com- 
munication with their governments on 
this aubject and are anxious, as far 
as possible, to cover every detail 
which should be comprised In an ih- 
Btriiment of this character. Mr. Rowen 
also Is anxious that the protocols shall 
be Identical so far as this may lie 
practicable^ and he is directing his 
efforts to that end, and alao that they 
shall be sipned on the same day. 

Minister IJowcn was In communi- 
cation with the English and the Ital- 
ian ambassador and the German laln* 
later. He aalr Mr Mlehail Mirbert 
at the latter's home, the ambassador 
still having a disagreeal)le cold. From 
the instructions he has received Am- 
bassador Herl)ert has prepared the 
draft of a protocol, which he ai^bmit- 
ted to Minister Bowen. It was the 
first of the three protocols which have 
been prepared, and the manner In 
which it was drawn was very satis- 
factory to Venezuela's representative. 
Nothing seriously objectionable had 
been inserted in Its provisions, and 
the minister found only one or two 
places where he felt called on to sug- 
gest any changes. He is convinced 
that tbe Brltlsb ambassador is making 
every effort to bring the vexatious 
matter to a close and to arranj^e a i)ro- 
tocol which will be mutually saiit-i'ac- 
tory. 

The Italian ambassador, Slgnor 
Mayor IM* Flaneb^a, WA* at Mv. Bow- 
en's apartments on two occasions with 
reference to the terms of the prot!);-ol, 
and H.iion Sjiec Von .St<'rnl)eif; is 
working diligently on tbe German pro- 
tocol.
